The bonfires kindled by the 
soldiers from the base to the summits of the ’walls 
of the canon completely illuminated the vallev, 
and disclosed the snow-colored mountains which 
j surrounded us. When I arrived at the next sta 

tion I found the “emigrant road” over the “Bi ,r 

mountain” still imp ssablo. I was able to make 
my wav, however, down “Weber Canon.”
